News celebrates half a decade and 79 years 


This week is a very important anniversary for 
the Sierra Madre News. Five years ago, Oct. 2, 
1980, the paper changed hands and ever since then 
Jan Reed has been owner. 

The first issue was published Oct. 2, 1906. 

The Sierra Madre News has changed con¬ 
siderably since the first hand press before the two- 
revolution cylinder press weighing 4000 pounds 
was installed in 1909. And in 1947, the 52-inch

Miehle Hat bed double revolution press was in¬ 
stalled by Clifford Chester Ward Sr., publisher 
and editor from 1944-49. 

Since 1980, however, the paper is printed by 
the modern offset method. 

Although the paper was founded Oct. 2 on 
Esperanza in Sierra Madre, the first paper rolled 
off the presses Oct. 11, 1960, with R. T. Cowles 
as proprietor. A subscription in those days was 
$1.50 per year. That’s also when penny post cards 
were available. 

In 1907 C. W. Flill was the new editor, and in 
1908, George Morgridge took over. 1.. R. (Larry) 
Goshor became owner and publisher on Mar. 7, 
19.10. The Clifford Wards bought the paper in 1944 
and owned it until 1949 when Mrs. Ward took over 
the reins. Two years later she sold it to Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter Ward. 

On Sept. 1, 1953, Virginia and Edgar W. 
Jenkinson purchased The News, and five years later 
it changed hands again, this time to Harry W. 
Elvvood as editor/publisher with William F. Thomas 
as associate editor. 

The Ed Herwigs bought the paper Jan. 1, 
1960 and two years later R. Robert Evans came 
to Sierra Madre. He sold it to Jannene G. Reed 
in 1980. 

Thirty-seven years ago Frances Hawks, who 


is known today as the oldest settler in Sierra Madre, 
said, “If anyone in Sierra Madre questions the 
importance of a newspaper — to the town — let 
them ask the first settlers. They will tell you that 
it was a newspaper that started Sierra Madre. 

“You .see, it was this way. N. C. Carter, who 
secured this townsite from Lucky Baldwin, was very 
anxious to have his children, Florence and Arthur, 
learn to write, and, being a very wise man, he knew 
the best way to encourage them to write was to put 
them on a newspaper. 

“But Sierra Madre had no newspaper. Alas! 
But Mr. Carter wasn’t a man to be balked by as 
little thing as that. So he proceeded to buy a printing 
plant and start a newspaper. 

“In order to put in a printing plant it was 
necessary for him to send tor Mr. Nelson Hawks, 
then head of Pacific Type Founders on the Coast, 
and now noted as a man who invented the paint 
system which has revolutionized printing all over 
the world. 

“Mr. Hawks came to what is now Sierra 
Madre. He saw and was conquered. Aside from 
selling Mr. Carter a printing plant, he left town 
the proud possessor of 40 acres of Mr. Carter’s 
property.

Planning Commission to 
discuss R-3 deveiopments 


I his week’s Thursday cxening Sierra Madre 
Planning Commission will shoot up some fireworks 
if the number of persons who promise to attend 
keep their promises. 

Commission members will discuss (Ordinance 
No. 1018, passed by Sierra Madre City Council 
Sept. 10, an ordinance which imposes a morato¬ 
rium on R-3 development for 45 days. During that 
period, the Planning Commission will study the 
plan and review R-3 standards. 

In a nutshell, the interim zoning ordinance 
stops building permits for new R-3 multiple fam¬ 
ily developments for which an application for a 
conditional use permit, building permit or an ap¬ 
plication for the approval of a plot plan or tract 
map has not been made with the city. Also sus¬ 
pended are all provisions of the Sierra Madre 
Municipal Code authorizing such construction or 
use. 

I'he News has had several calls from in¬ 
terested peisons and also received an unsigned 
letter to the editor which cannot be printed. Ihe 


News only prints letters signed with pseudonyms if 
the author of the letter identifies himself or her¬ 
self to the editor. 

fhe letter writer brings up several cogent points 
such as the following: “Prior to this moratorium 
and studv, 15 units per one acre of land was 
allowed (that figures out to one unit per 2904 
square feet of land). Builders and developers base 
their decision of a purchase price on the number 
of hinldablc units per parcel. A lower density or¬ 
dinance would, therefore, lower the value of a multi- 
family zoned lot considerably ($35,CXX) - $45,000 
per unit is realistic.)” 

fhe writer goes on to state, “Many R-3 
landowners of this town purchased their property 
to hold for future investment . . . On Oct. 3, 
many people could learn that their investment, 
I licit ‘nest egg' is not much ot a nest egg any¬ 
more.” 

Ihose persons interested in the discussion by 
Planning Commissioners should attend the 7:30 
p.m. meeting riutrsday, Oct. 3, at city hall.

That 
party was one of the largest and most 
successful parties ever put on by mem¬ 
bers of this community. 

The call was “S.O.S.” — Save Our 
Squeak, originally coined by John Gre¬ 
gory. The paper has been known affec- 
tlonally throughout its halcyon days as 
“The Squeak.” 

But the support goes beyond even 
that. Friends of the paper continue to 
volunteer their time either in the office 
or by writing pieces for the paper, or by 
talking up the paper wherever they are— 
or Just by “being there” when the going 
gets a bit rough. 

How does a publisher/editor thank 
individuals and groups for their caring and 
support? I guess the most we can do is 
to care for and support the communities 
involved in every way possible. 

We pledge to keep you informed of 
all future and past “happenings” in this 
foothill area. We pledge to continue to 
serve as a conduit of information as well 
as opinions and ideas.

1 recently read an issue-of Psychology 
Today (August, 1984) and found some pet in¬ 
formation to share. Some of the most inter¬ 
esting facts on the subject included a table 
which illustrated the long-term financial com¬ 
mitment of pet ownership (prepared by Steven 
Holzman, a veterinarian from N.Y.). Costs 
are calculated for an 1 l-year period: 

• A 10-lb. cat costs $3957 ($1773 food; $1264 
vet; $770 grooming, licensing; plus $150 for 
acquisitions). 

• A 10-lb. dog costs $3525 ($1056 food; $1549 
vet; $770 grooming, lieensing; plus $150 for 
acquisitions). 

• A 40-lb. dog costs $5902 ($3168 food; $1604 
vet; $980 grooming, lieensing; plus $150 for 
acquisitions). 

• An 80-lb. dog costs $8353 ($5279 food; 
$1734 vet; $1190 grooming, licensing; plus 
$150 for acquisitions). This works out to 9<t 


per hour. A small price to pay! 

Other interesting pet facts came from a 
survey conducted by NFO Research Inc., and 
funded by the Pets Are Wonderful Council. 
Presented in an article by Jack Horn and Jeff 
Meer (Psych. Today, 8/84) some of the find¬ 
ings are: 

• 55% of the owners keep pictures of their 
pets in a wallet or in the office and one-quar¬ 
ter have a drawing or portrait and another one- 
quarter celebrate the pet’s birthday. 

• 5 out of 6 pets sleep inside the house. More 
than half of the pets sleep in the same bed with 
a member of the family, and an addtional 
one-third sleep in the same room. 

• 99% of owners talk to their pets. Most of 
this chat takes place in a conversational way 
or as brief words or commands, but 40% of 
the people talked to their pets as a confidant. 

• I in 4 people considered pets to be human 
members of the family and a third of these 
people thought of pets as children.

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How to get rid of illegal pesticides Lottery starts today at 5 local stores 


A recent disposal problem by a Sierra Madrean 
led The News to this piece on how to get rid of 
illegal pesticides. 

When Ellen Grijalva was clearing out her 
parents’ home prior to placing them in a nursing 
home, she found a bottle of insecticide in the 
garage with 5% DDT, a chemical that has been 
outlawed since the mid-70s. The bottle had never 
been opened. 

She called a disposal company who told her to 
wrap the bottle in dark plastic and hide it in 
the center of a trash can. Appalled at that sug¬ 
gestion, she called the County Dept, of Agricultural 
Commissioner who put her in touch with Richard 
Knight, supervising inspector. 

The News followed up to give foothill area 
residents the answers to proper procedures il they 
find a bottle containing any of the illegal pesti¬ 
cides. Chloridane, another familiar pesticide, has 
been outlawed except for termite control and tire 
ants, Knight explains. 

The office is located at 3400 La Madera Ave., 
El Monte, and the phone number there is (818) 
575-5465. 

The county disposal program was started in 
1978 “about the time of Rachel Carson’s book, 
‘Silent Spring,’ and Commissioner Paul Engler 
reali/ed the need to assist the public in dumping 
unwanted pesticides,’’ Knight says. 

l andfills need to know what the pesticides 
contain, therefore, all products must be labeled and 
handled accordingly. 

“If we pick up an unknown product, wc 
automatically label it ‘extremely dangerous.’ We 
pick up both solids and liquids and at this time 
haul the products to Casmalia Landtill in Santa 
Barbara County or to Kettleman Hills Landfill.” 

Knight explains that they store the materials 
for six months, also collecting Irom school dis¬ 
tricts, Los Angeles County F’arks, any city or go\- 
ernment agency, l.iquid material is lab packed in 
absorbing material such as cat litter or dried liee 
hulls which make up about half the drum. 

Various products must be broken down such 
as solids, caustic, heavy metal and extremely ha/-

ardous, and containers must be labeled. Landfills 
charge according to what the products are. 

During the past summer problems with water¬ 
melons, many dumps refued even non-contamin- 
ated Gust rotten) watermelons, saying, “We don’t 
want watermelons, period,” Knight says. 

They dump the stored up products twice a year. 
During storage in brand new drums the products 
are held in a vented trailer on a hardwood floor 
and covered with glass. 

What is the greatest poroblem the agency has? 
Knight says, “When people don’t read the label 
of possible caustic materials. Many times people 
misuse the product then call us and ask what they 
should do.” 

Following are guidelines for picking up house¬ 
hold pesticides as provided by the Dept, of Agri¬ 
culture Commissioner: 

• Only pesticide products will be accepted and 
picked up by area inspectors. Inspectors will not 
pick up other chemicals such as crank case oil, 
paint thinner or photographic chemicals. 

• Prior to picking up the pesticides the area 
inspector will consider the type of pesticide, quan¬ 
tity, degree of risk, compatability and container 
packaging. 

• The area inspector will accept up to 5 
gallons or 50 pounds per trip maximum. Larger 
amount will only be accepted on approval by Agri¬ 
cultural Commissioner or his representative. 

• The maximum size of containers accepted 
by the area inspector shall be limited to containers 
holding 5 gallons or less and containers holding 
50 pounds or less of dry materials. 

• All pesticides should be in their original 
container. Unlabeled pesticides will be accepted 
at the discretion of the area inspector. 

• All agricultural and non-agricultural pesti¬ 
cides shall be safely packaged in sound, non¬ 
leaking containers (i.e., plastic or glass containers). 

• A 24-hour notice is required to schedule 
a time and date for picking up the pesticide. 

• Presently there is no lee charge lor this 
service.

There are five cat¬ 
egories of persons who 
should register or re¬ 
register for an election 
and they include: 

1. Those who changed 
their residence address 
in any way since they 
last registered and 
have not re-registered 
to their new residence 
address or received no¬ 
tice of automatic re¬ 
registration from the 
Department of Regis¬ 
trar-Recorder. 

2. Those who have 


changed their name 
since they last regis¬ 
tered. 

3. Those who desire to 
change their political 
affiliation. 

4. Those who have be¬ 
come of age and have 
not registered. 

5. New residents of 
Los Angeles County, 
who will have the re¬ 
quired qualifications 
by the date of the 
election.

it is and where its money comes from. 

With this background, we will attempt to an¬ 
swer the further questions in regard to CRA 
monies. 

The Sierra Madre CRA fund currently has 
over $1,700,000 in cash and investments — spend¬ 
able money, just sitting in the fund, waiting to be 
spent. 

Obviously, it wouldn’t be prudent to spend 
ALL of this “bonanza,” but, according to Sierra 
Madre City Attorney Charles Martin, if we just 
continue to sit on it, the county could eventually 
cancel out future CRA tax income. 

This past year that income amounted to $383,- 
692, added to what we had before and each year, 
as assessments increase, the CRA tax income will 
increase also — unless the county cuts it oil. 

The CRA’s total income last year was $650,000, 
according to the 1985 draft audit. Its expendi¬ 
tures were shown as $275,000, leaving a surplus 
of roughly $375,000. Similar amounts will con¬ 
tinue to enrich our CRA fund, il we comply with 
the rules and regulations which apply to use ot the 
money. 

CRA was established to meet certain “needs” 
of cities. If the money is not being spent, obviously, 
the “need” doesn’t exist. 

According to City Attorney Martin, we won’t 
lose what we have, but we could be cut oil Irom 
future tax increments if we don’t spend it. 

Since we keep hearing how “broke” the city 
is, it would seem adviseable to spend at least a 
respectable portion of this “need” money, il only 
to assure future receipts of more. 

The city GAVE the old city hall to the 
CRA, which sold it for $225,000. This money went 
to CRA, not to our “broke” city. The CRA was 
expected to give this money back to the city at 
the conclusion of the “project.” To date it has not 
done so. 

The citv has also loaned the CRA $120,400 
at 7% interest. The loan, interest and annual 
administrative charges by the city lor services ren¬ 
dered to CRA have now accumulated to over 
$327,000, owed by the CRA to the city. 

If the city is in the dire straits sonic council 
members aver,’over $'/ 2 -million could help considcr-

ably in easing the agony. 

The citv council, sitting as the CRA board last 
fuesday, finally voted to transler $599,000 owed 
bv the CRA to the city’s general fund as the various 
certificates of deposit mature. 

Ihe general fund had already ended the year 
with almost $598,000 in surplus undesignated 
money, including a portion of money owed by the 
CRA. With the long-overdue CRA debt now voted 
to be paid to the city, the general fund “cushion” 
will increase to some $870,000 — no longer, by 
any stretch of the imagination, “broke.” 

This is a once-only windfall, but continued 
annual reimbursement by CRA of the cost of city 
services, if not allowed once more to simply ac¬ 
cumulate, should help to case the city’s Prop. 13 
“financial crunch.” Even without it we still man¬ 
aged to accumulate a surplus cushion of almost 
$6()0,(M)0 in the general fund; over $6 million in 
total year-end city funds. 

A lot of small cities would like to be $6 
million “broke.” 

The C RA, as a separate entity, will still have 
SI,1()(),()0() in its kilts, after paying its debt to the 
cil\. 

Various proposals for worthy CRA projects 
which have been heard at council meetings, as well 
as “on the street,” include: 

• New phone system tor city facilities, which 
would eventually save money over current costs 
-- $36,000. 

• Rcroofing and rehabilitation ot Rec Center 

— $50,000. 

• Computer system tor city — $100,000. 

• Expansion of library — $120,000 (with 

matching state funds). 

• Re-doing of dow ntow n Sierra Madre to pro- 
vide extra parking, safe pedestrian crossings and 
beautification, recommended by Parking Commit¬ 
tee — $660,000. 

Last seal's CRA capital expenditures totaled 
$1260. 

flic CRA could accomplish a number of needed 
and worthwhile piojccts, plus assuring continued 
fuliiic tax income approaching $400,(XX) a year. 

flic I ihraiv expansion proposal and the park¬ 
ing conuniticc’s downtown plan base both been 
tinned down. Ihe other projects arc still under con¬ 
sideration or not set formally proposed. 

It is obsioiis that wc base more than ample 
means to undertake a number of worthwhile pro- 
icets. flic question remains of whether or when the 
(_ R,\ C its Council will choose to do so. 

It is hoped tb.at these two articles will answer 
roadcis' questions regarding the CRA and promp' 
them to express their opinions and further ques¬ 
tions lo the CRA city council on the \arious sub¬ 
ject . anti proposals etnered.

We have no other source. 

Although we belong to a water district attd pay 
exhorbitant taxes lor our niemhership (see live-part 
series on San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water 
District published in Ihe News, Mar. 21, 28, 
Apr. 4, 11 and 18, 1985), the district has never 
seen fit to develop an outside source ol water lor 
Sierra Madre, should we need il. 

I hits, we are on our own ami any threat tv) a 
portion of our supply system cati easily becotne a 
crisis of tiiajor proportions. 

Wise city fathers iti the early I9.3()s developed 
19 spreading basitts where the water from our 
tnoutitaitis cati be spretul, purilyitig the water as 
it percolates ittio the groutid. It cati theti be 
pittnped frotn four ilifferetil wells as we tieed it. 

I his has prov ided sufficictil water for all of our 
tieeds, phts etiough lell ovet to sell sotne S15(),(K)() 
worlh of excess to Arcadia last year, providitig a 
hamisotne ittcottie lot the water departtnetit. 

Iti recetti years, the hasitis had been allowed to 
silt over, drastically curtailing oitr percolation. 
Happily, this crisis is fitially beitig addressed by the 
city couticil, with three hasitis a year now beitig 
desilted. 

Unforlunalely, another part of the system has 
also been neglected and, as the accompanying pho¬ 
tos show, al least one portion of our supply 
system is seriously threiilened. 


Water tunnels, bored into the rocky substruc¬ 
ture at the fool of I,ittle Santa Anita Dam, in an 
equally far-sighted project by past city fathers, used 
to produce some 2()®'ii of our total water supply, 
according to Hernard Westkamper, former city 
engineer and director of public works and our cur- 
renl water district representative. 

The year-round source of water was so pure, it 
could be shunted directly to Grove Reservoir, 
saving the expense of spretiding attd subsequent 
pumping. 

Ihrough deterioration, decay ;tnd neglect, the 
tunnels have now reached the (Hiint of threatened 
collapse, with fungus conlarninating the water sul- 


fieicntly to necessitate sending it downstream to the 
spreading basins to undergo percolation in order to 
remove the impurities and the costly process of 
pumping it back up to reservoirs at higher ele¬ 
vations. 

Adding insult to injury, the intake to the 
spreading basins has, through additional neglect, 
become clogged with weeds and debris to the point 
where almost a third of the tunnel water is lost in 
bypassing the inlet. 

The water department has over $2,000,000 in 
bond and department monies which could be tapped 
for this urgent repair. 

It is hoped that readers will urge the city 
council to act on this threat to our welfare before 
it becomes a crisis or irreparable proportions.

So, you don’t believe in ghosts. You rationa¬ 
lize that such stories can be logically explained 
away. I hat had been my way of thinking. 

Hut many stories keep surfacing about one 
of Sierra Madre’s historic homes having a ghost 
and these stories leave my own firm conviction 
about ghosts a bit shaken (no pun intended), to 
say the least. 

I he home is the two-story 1890 F letcher House 
at 89 Olive. I'resent owners are Dr. Henry and 
Mattie Kirk, 

llie home is situated on a rise of land with 
the mounlian view behind and an incredible valley 
view in front, inside you arc aware that the house 
is lovely and exciting enough and doesn’t need any 
ghostly embellishment. 

Recently a fV crew from ABC used the home 
for a filming, fhe house fitted well into the New 
I ngland setting of the story. These TV people 
knew nothing about the ghost but coincidenlly the 
program is entitled “ The Midnight Hour.” 

C ast member Fevar Burton was in costume 


for one scene and on his way with friends to a 
masquerade. Other cast members are Shari Bella- 
fonte-Harper and Kevin McCarthy. This is sche¬ 
duled to be aired sometime in October so watch 
the paper for date and time. 

Olive Avenue was originally part of land sub¬ 
divided in 1888 by Sierra Madre founder, Nathaniel 
Carter, and known as the Olive View Tract. Car¬ 
ter’s Olive View House, the town’s first hotel, 
circa 1882, is just above on Mira Monte, today 
a private residence. 

In 1890, Dr. and Mrs. H. C. Fletcher from 
New York purchased a portion of the tract bordered 
by Auburn and Olive and built the home. It was 
then also a sanitarium. Minutes of Sierra Madre 
Water Company’s June 13, 1890, meeting record 
the granting to Fletcher the right to make gas 
and water pipe connections. Additional cottages 
were also built on the property. Two remain today 
located down the block on Olive and are private 
houses. 

In 1901 William and Abigail Henszy, an older 
couple from Pennsylvania, replaced the Fletchers

as owners. Their youngest son Thomas married 
Carter’s daughter Julia and they made their home 
at 700 Chaparral Road. That area has since been 
subdivided but Julia lived in her home after her 
husband died. When she died in 1965 she had lived 
there for over 60 years. 

Catherine, another of the William Henszy 
children and her husband, Preston Schwartz, also 
settled in Sierra Madre. They too had a son named 
Thomas. His wife Margaret and he became very 
active in Sierra Madre’s civic affairs, serving as 
Mayor in 1942-43 and in 1945-46. He owned a 
hardware store located where Imperial Savings is 
today. Sam, Thom’s younger brother, was prin¬ 
cipal at Blair High School for several years. Thom, 
Margaret and Sam are no longer living. 

William Henszy sold the Fletcher House in 
1905 when his wife died and spent the remainder 
of his life in Fong Beach. Subsequent owners of 
this property were O. M. Cadv;ell, Dr. and Mrs. 
A. ,1. Rust, Mrs. Peggy Burgess and her sister 
Mrs. Shaw . 


Mrs. Rust remained at the home many years 
after her husband died and several long-time resi¬ 
dents here remember her. Jack Butler dated Eddie 
Rust who was either a daughter or a niece. Rudy 
Hartman remembers as a young delivery boy for 
his father’s pharmacy bringing her medicine and then 
enjoying the return ride to the pharmacy on his 
, ■■ bike because it was all downhill. It was said that 
Mrs. Rust had pel goats of which she was very 
pA .• proud. 

1^ A big change came to the property after it was 
I purchased in 1961 by Aubrey Wilson, a developer. 
9 Much to the ire of- many people, he subdivided 
i the land on both the east and west sides and built 
two modern-style homes on each side that are very 
out of sine with the historic home. The subdivider 
also chopped up the property. A swimming pool 
that had been added to the Fletcher house is 
now part of the property of one of the newer 
homes. 

) Wilson was probably the one who modified 
the interior of the Fletcher House by removing 
partitions and making the living room across the 
front. Other lovely features of this home are four 
fireplaces, a carved stairway, window seats and a 
sun porch.

These last three families have all experienced 
the ghost. All have heard strange noises, especially 
footsteps on the stairs. This apparition seems to 
manifest itself as a girl of about 8 or 9 years old. 
Possibly, it is said, .she had been a patient of Dr. 
Fletcher’s and died in the house. 

The Begleys recount the most experiences — 
the first happening when an ill daughter was lying 
on the living room .sofa. She suddenly called out to 
her mother who was working in the kitchen because 
she became aware that for just a moment a little 
girl was in the living room. An unoccupied rocker 
that began rocking frightened another daughter. 

The Begleys converted today’s dining room to a 
bedroom for Eve’s mother. She was visited more 
than once in this living room by the ghost. But 
Roy became a believer when he came in one evening 
carrying a bag of groceries and as he passed the 
stairs saw a girl sitting there. In a shocked state 
he put the groceries down but found her gone when 
he came back to the stairs to investigate. He des¬ 
cribed her as wearing a white dress in turn-of- 
the-century style with long golden curls. Her face 

was not visible. 

Then two young girls visiting the Begleys re¬ 
turned to their bedroom from the bathroom one 
night and asked who the little girl was that they had 
seen in the hall. Eve said when they put the home 
up for sale the noises on the house became so pro¬ 
nounced that she found herself standing in the 
living room one day and saying to the ghost “Now 
listen here . . .” 

The Kirks have had an English friend as a 
guest who turned off one lamp light in her bedroom 
and turned on another. When she returned to the 
room she found the light she had turneef off was 
then on and the other one was off. This friend says 
that any good ghost has to be 300 or 400 years 
old. So, perhaps this ghost is just a juvenile de¬ 
linquent. 

Whether you place any truth to these stories 
or not is up to you. But it is something I have had 
to deal with and more than once as 1 did this article 
1 found myself looking over my shoulder. 

At any rate this lovely old home is one of 
Sierra Madre’s treasures and the Kirk family is en¬ 
joying it very much. Mattie Kirk is an accomplished 
pianist and so is their daughter. 

Neighbors tend to agree that now that the 
Kirks are living in the home the ghost is very happy.

Halley’s comet has generated more than just 
fascination o\er the centuries. It has also created 
a lot of superstitions and folklores in the wake of 
its cosmic tail. Here are some chronological trivia 
facts about the famous comet: 

240 B.C. — Oldest recorded sighting by Chinese 
astronomers. 

87 B.C. — Julius Caesar was impressed by 
it at age 14. After Caesar was assassinated, it was 
believed that it served as his vehicle into the heavens 
to Join the other immortal gods. 

66 A.D. — The comet was described as a 
sword by the historian Josephus, soon after Jeru¬ 
salem was destroyed. 

218 A.D. — It was cotisidered a “Fearful 
Flaming Star’’ alter it appeared just before the 
death of Emperor Macrinus. 

451 A.D. — It appeared just before the defeat 
of Atilla, the Hun. 

530 A.D. - 1 was thought to have caused the 
plague of Europe. 

684 A.D. - 1 he comet was thought to have 
created months of rain and thutider storms which 
killed animals and people. 

1066 A.D. — Its appearance was thought to 
be the sign that (ihctigis Khati should cotu|uet the 
world. 

1301 A.D. — Florentine painter Giotto Di 
Bondone was so inspiicd by it that he incorporated 
it into a fresco at Padua. 

1456 A.D. — Fhe comet struck fear into the 
Turks ami Papal lorces. l\ipe Calixtus 111 ordered 
public prayers for protcctioti against the comet. 

1531 A.D. 1 he Incas believed cotnets to 
be signs of displeasure from their god Inti. The 
famous comet passed over them just before they 
were conquered by Pisarro. 

1531 A.D. — Apiamis was the first Western 
Medieval astrotiomet to observe that a comet’s tail 
is always pointed awtiv I torn the sun. 

1697 A.D. — Johtmes Kclper discovered the 
l.aws of Planetary Motioti, but incorrectly though 
that comets were chance visitors and never would 
return tiear earth again. 

1758 .-\.D. - Sit 1 dmoiid Halley determined that 
the comet was the ^atne visitor that leturned every 
76 years, since he was the lirst to predict the returti 
of a comet, Hallev's comet was named alter hitn 
posthumouslv. 

1835 \.D. Mark I wain was borti a few 
days tilter Halley’'' comet passed by. lti later yeais 
he used to rematk that he catne in with the comet 
iheti it wrnikl ottiv be litting to leave with it. His

statement materialized into realilty upon his death 
April21, 1910. 

1910 A.D. — Halley’s comet created a lot of 
excitement as astronomers and skygazers looked at 
it. The Gamble house was just being completed by 
Charles and Henry Green. 

1986 A.D. — When Halley’s comet returns 
it will find the largest coordinated effort by scientists 
and countries from around the globe to study it 
from both the earth and from outer space. Thou¬ 
sands of individuals will make arrangements to see 
the comet from ideal viewing locations. 

2061 A.D. — Halley’s comet will be 4 billion 
years old and still dazzling earthlings, but maybe 
this time they will see it from different lunar sur¬ 
faces such as the moon or Mars. Of course, this 
author will only be 105 years old and ready to see 
it again from a well-located rocking chair.

“Later, not being able to live here himself, 
he deeded 20 aeres of this to his sister, Frances H. 
Hawkes, and 20 acres to his brother, Ammi Hawkes. 

“These two may be considered the first two 
settlers in Sierra Madre.” 

The Willowdale Press was published by the 
teenage children of the Nathaniel Carters. This 
small monthly newspaper lasted a year, until 1879. 

Sierra Madre Vista was really the first news¬ 
paper in Sierra Madre. At least it was the lineal 
ancestor of The News. It was founded by N. C. 
Carter in 1883 and continued until 1888 when it 
was taken over by Lucius House and turned out 
by hand press on S. Baldwin Ave., Sierra Madre. 

The Valley Vista began publication Dec. 9, 
1899, a weekly newspaper which was really pub¬ 
lished in Pasadena. 

Other newspapers in Sierra Madre were Ihe 
Clarion in the late ’60s and The Sctitinel, pub¬ 
lished in the late ’70s.

A person who believes 
that he or she may be 
eligible for supplemental 
security income (SSI) 
payments, should apply 
without delay, Joann 
Hughes, a Social Securi¬ 
ty manager in Monro¬ 
via, said recently. 

SSI payment can begin 
only with the date of ap¬ 
plication or the date of 
eligibility, whichever is 
later, Hughes said. .A 
person should apply even 
if he or she does not 
have all the information 
needed on which the de¬ 
cision will be based. The 
people in the Social Se¬ 
curity office will help an 


applicant get whatever 
information is needed. 

A parent who has a 
disabled or blind child 
who may be eligible for 
SSI payment, should al¬ 
so contact the Monrovia 
Social Security office. If 
a child has no parents, 
a guardian or other res¬ 
ponsible person can ap¬ 
ply on behalf of the 
child, Hughes said.

The Alamo — 13 days of hopeless bravery

As you stand at the 
Alamo, you can’t miss 
the iucrcilibh' number of 
bullet holes in the old 
w;ills of t he mission.

On 1 eb. 23, 1836, Col. 
William Barret Lravis 
answered Mexican Cien- 
eral Antonio 1 opez De 
Santa .Ana’s surrender 
nliimation with a can¬ 
non shot vvhieli led the 
188 defenders of the 
Alamo into a 13-day 
siandoH against 4000 
Mexican soldiers, fhe 
defenders were eom- 
posed of Lexans from 
European and Mexican 
descent bonded together 
with the common goal of 
liberating Texas from 
Mexico and forming 
their own nation. Many 
volunteers such as Da¬ 
vid Crockett and his 
lennessee boys and C'ol. 
.lames Bowie came to the 
abandoned mission to 
help in their cause. 

During the chilly, pre¬ 
dawn hours of Mar. 6 , 
1836, the Mexican Army 
broke the morning si¬ 
lence with their bugles 
playing “Deguello,” no 
quarters to the defend¬ 
ers. The mission was at¬ 
tacked from all sides. 
Two attempts to breach 
the walls failed until the 
third try when the de¬ 
fenders ran out of am¬ 
munition. As Col. Tra¬ 
vis fell dead over his 
cannon due tiv a bullet 
wound to the head, the 
Mexican soldiers poured 
past the east wall to 
confront the remaining 
defenders at the “Long 
Barrack.”
